Large Balance In Treasury Enables Fraternity in Third Biennial Council 
to Create Scholarship for Advanced Study in Education— 
All Chapters Represented at Chicago Meeting. 





The Third Biennial Council of Pi Lambda Theta met in Chicago June 


20-23, 1923. The meetings were held in Ida Noyes Hall. 


This beautiful 


building is so unique in its history that it deserves a special description 


which we give elsewhere. 


The first morning was given over to the reception of incoming dele- 


gates and a meeting of the Executive Committee. 


At noon each day the 


delegates lunched together informally at the Harvard Club. The first gen- 
eral session was called at 2 p. m., when the reports of the Credentials Com- 


mittee showed 26 delegates and officers present. 


After a short session dur- 


ing which the reports of the President, the Treasurer and the Corresponding 
Secretary were heard, the Council adjourned till 9 a. m. Thursday. At four 
a bus appeared and carried us all off for a drive to the north side and a din- 


ner in Lincoln Park. It was 8:30 when we returned to our hotel. 


The rest 


of the evening was spent in an informal conference on chapter problems. 


Thursday was devoted to routine business 
all day until 5:00 p. m. At 6:00 p. m. the 
members. of the Council were guests of 
Lambda chapter at the Cordon Club where a 
delightful banquet was enjoyed. 


On Friday the session opened at 8:30. 
At 9:30 recess was taken to hear Dean Judd 
and at 11:00 Mr. Raney, President of Phi 
Delta Kappa, brought greetings from that 
organization. These two talks are reported 
elsewhere. Every active and three alumnae 
chapters were represented. The delegates 
were prompt and faithful in their attend- 
ance, giving the closest attention to the 
business in hand. A most cordial spirit pre- 
vailed. It was evident that all had come to 
discuss the welfare of Pi Lambda Theta and 
not to seek personal or local ends. Matters 
were discussed fully and freely and when 
the vote was finally taken there was seldom 
a dissenting voice. The final adjournment 
came Friday about 4:30 with a feeling of 
satisfaction that the bolts and screws of Pi 
Lambda Theta machinery had been tight- 
ened and the joints oiled ready for another 
two years of good service. Following ad- 
journment all except a few who left by early 
trains were guests of Lambda chapter for 
a beach picnic, followed by a visit to some 
of Chicago’s wonderful picture theaters. 


On Saturday the Executive Committee 
met to finish up the year’s business and 
initiate the new officers into their duties. By 
6:00 p. m. the last one had gone and the 
Third Biennial Council passed into history.

It must be remembered that two years 
ago we were $488.74 in debt. To meet this 
deficit all collections of back dues were set 
aside. Every chapter had been working to 
collect all dues both back and current. Sev- 
eral chapters held back their payments to 
the treasurer until late in the year in order 
to have their collections as complete as pos- 
sible. This caused the rather limited funds 
on hand through the year to increase rapidly 
toward the end. The Treasurer had urged 
on this good work but had kept her own 
council regarding the success. Only unpaid 
items had been commented upon. Even the 
President knew no more than that there 


would be a “little left after all bills were. 


paid.” When the report was explained item 
by item and the last deduction left $1,602.00 
in the treasury there was an awed silence 
before the situation was appreciated and 
then came a burst of applause. Probably no 
office calls for more hard work than that 








of Treasurer. One or two days of every 
week have been devoted to the work of Miss 
Adler. The successful results are beyond 
our fondest anticipation and we are corre- 
spondingly grateful for her service. Now 
that it is all over we realize that it has not 
been a hardship, having done it once it 
seems quite possible to do it again. Let us 
pledge ourselves to a glorious future. 


The Scholarship 


Before the Treasurer’s report was sub- 
mitted there was considerable discussion on 
the subject of a scholarship. The idea was 
generally approved and there seemed agree- 
ment that as soon as possible such a project 
should be undertaken but it seemed too far 
away to suggest action. After the report 
of the Treasurer there slowly dawned the 
consciousness that the means were at hand 
and that the fine balance must not be al- 
lowed to filter through our hands in any in- 
significant expenditures. The way to the 
scholarship was clear and it required only 
the expression of sentiment on a few gen- 
eral stipulations before the final measure 
was unanimously adopted. The motion 
created a scholarship of $1,000 to be used 
for graduate research in Education. 


The President was authorized to appoint 
a Committee to arrange the details of award 
and a committee of prominent educators to 
assist in selecting the beneficiary. After 
careful consideration in the Exectuive Com- 
mittee the President appointed Dr. F. Lou- 
ise Nardin, Dean of Women, Wisconsin Uni- 
versity, and Frances Morehouse of the fac- 
ulty of Minnesota University to act with 
the President in formulating the details. 
Dr. W. W. Charters of Carnegie Institute of 
Technology, who had been instrumenial in 
the organization of Alpha chapter, Dr. 
Frank P. Graves, Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for New York, formerly Dean of the 
School of Education of Pennsylvania Uni- 
versity, and during whose administration 
Eta chapter was organized, and Dean Judd 
of Chicago were selected as a committee to 
act in conjunction with the first named com- 
mittee to consider candidates and award the 
scholarship. The official announcement and 
application blank to be used for the scholar- 
ship have not been finally agreed upon as we 
go to press, but will probably be ready in 
a very short time. The stipulations so far 
agreed upon by the committee are: 


The applicant must be a woman holding 
at least the Master’s degree. She shall have 
done successful research and must submit a 
plan for the further research which she de- 
sires to undertake. She must furnish sat- 
isfactory proof of the high quality of her 
previous study and of her personal qualifi- 
cations. Her year’s worx must produce 
some tangible result, in the form of a pub- 
lished monograph or at least a summary of 
her investigations. As the ycars go by the 
archives of the fraternity should accumu- 
late interesting and valuable documents pro- 
duced by Pi Lambda Theta scholars. 


At first there was a very evident desire 
to have our scholarship put immediately to 
use during this year. On more mature con- 
sideration it was equally evident that more 
time must be given, first to arranging the 
details of award and second in giving puh- 
licity to it, in order that the recipient might 
be most worthy. Applications will be re- 
ceived up to February first.

Constructive Rulings of the Biennial 
Council 


The first evening of the Council was de- 
voted to an informal discussion of Chapter 
Problems. In the reports from chapters on 
the second day these problems were still 
further discussed. When it was found that 
in many cases the remedy required an 
amendment to the constitution it was voted 
to appoint a committee to study the consti- 
tution and recommend the needed changes 
to the next Biennial Council. To meet im- 
mediate needs some temporary remedial 
measures were passed to be effective during 
the present biennial period. 

The first of these dealt with terms by 
which classes of members are known. There 
seemed to be confusion concerning active 
and alumnae memberships and active and 
alumnae chapters. For the coming two 
years the interpretation is as follows: 

1. Active Members—Those members act- 
ively affiliated with active or alumnae 
chapter. 

2. Field Members—Those members sever- 
ing active membership. These automat- 
ically belong to their mother chapter. 

3. Associate—Those members elected to 
membership because of their positions on 
the college faculty. 

4. Honorary—Article II, Section 2, No. 3 
Constitution. 

In the suggestions to the Constitution Re- 
vision Committee it was recommended that 
the term active chapter be changed to col- 
lege chapter. The terms Active and Alum- 
nae seem to imply inactivity to the alumnae 
groups, an implication quite foreign to the 
spirit and purpose of Pi Lambda Theta. 
The terms College Chapter and Alumnae 
Chapter in which all members are active 
will serve much better to express our real 
purpose. The term Field Member, as used 
by Phi Delta Kappa to designate all mem- 
bers not resident and actively connected 
with either a college or alumnae group, was 
unanimously approved. 

A second emergency measure dealt with 
lost and delinquent members. The Council 
Was quite unanimous on several points: (1) 
that when for good reasons a member 
wishes to be relieved from active responsi- 
bility there should be a thoroughly honor- 
able way to accomplish it; (2) that when a 
member regularly neglects to pay dues that 
member should not share in the privileges 
of membership; (3) when after diligent 
search a member cannot be traced the chap- 
ter should be relieved from financial respon- 
sibility for that member in the matter of na- 
tional dues. 

To meet these three needs an emergency 
measure was passed creating an inactive 
list. The Inactive List will include those 
who request to be relieved of active respon- 
sibilities, those who are more than one 
year delinquent in dues, and those with 
whom communication is lost. Members on 
the Inactive List may continue to wear the 
Key and may receive the Journal if the ad- 
dress is known but will not be notified of 
any chapter meetings nor included in any 
chapter festivities. To be reinstated the 
member must apply to the National Keeper 
of Records and pay $5.00 into the national 
treasury and also dues for the current year 
in the active chapter. While this is planned 
to meet a serious emergency, it is hoped 
that the Inactive List will always be a short 
one. Notice of this action should be sent to 
all members before it is carried into effect. 

A third problem concerned the interpreta: 
tion of Article II, Section 2, on qualifica- 
tions of members. This article has never 





been quite clear in its wording and the re- 
quirement of practice teaching in frequent 
instances operates to hold out the prospec- 





tive member till into the last half of the 
senior year and as a result the member does 
not have enough active association with the 
chapter to become imbued with Pi Lambda 
Theta ideals. In still other cases highly de- 
sirable candidates are doing eduactional 
work of very valuable type but are not do- 
ing classroom teaching. To meet this sit- 
uation an emergency ruling was made to 
cover these cases during the coming biennial 
period, and a further adjustment of the 
problem was recommended to the Constitu- 
tion Committee. 


Lambda Chapter Wins 
President’s Trophy 





Chicago Group Has Complete Records, Good 
Financial Rating, and High Pro- 
fessional Standing. 





The President’s Efficiency Trophy, which 
proved to be a pair of brass candlesticks for 
use in the initiation ceremony, was won by 
Lambda chapter. 

Being a comparatively young chapter 
Lambda’s records are complete. Her finan- 
cial record also shows balances on the right 
side of the ledger. In meeting the profes- 
sional requirements the chapter had a dis- 
tinct advantage since her membership in- 
cludes many graduate students who are do- 
ing active work in the educational field 
through research, publications, committee 
service, etc. The committee was prompt in 
agreeing upon the award. 

The Trophy was presented at the close of 
the banquet at the Cordon Club on Thurs- 
day evening. In presenting the trophy the 
President told the story of three crusaders 
who set out, each carrying the cross as the 
symbol of his message. The first planted 
his cross, stepped before it and delivered his 
message. The world heard the message but 
saw the man. The second, planted his cross, 
and stood beside it while he delivered his 
message. The world heard the message but 
it saw the man and the cross. The third 
planted his cross and stepped behind it. 
The world heard his message—but saw the 
cross. 

The President charged the members of 
Lambda chapter and all chapters that they 
carry the torch lifted high that the world 
may see the Light even though the shadow 
hides the one who holds it aloft.

Dean Judd Addresses the Council 





On Friday morning the Council took a 
recess at 9:30 to hear Dean Judd, Director 
of the School of Education of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. After a most cordial wel- 
come to the University and particularly to 
Ida Noyes Hall, Dr. Judd discussed the field 
of Pi Lambda Theta endeavors from two 
standpoints. First he dealt with our obli- 
gation to help solve the problem of the field 
of woman’s educational endeavor. The Dean 
expressed the belief that women do not suc- 
ceed so well in the more important admin- 
istrative positions, such as superintendents 
and principals. This he thought to be part- 
ly because city administration taxes the 
strength of all but the hardiest of men; 
second because of a hereditary unwilling- 
ness of men to take instruction from wom- 
en. On the other hand Dr. Judd thinks 
women are quite superior to men as super- 
visors because of their sympathy and tact. 
However, women are comparatively new in 
both fields and it is hard to determine 
whether the varying degrees of success are 
due to inherent qualifications as a sex or to 
lack of sufficient experience to prove the 
case. Frequent records of exceptional suc- 
cess in individual cases by women in ad- 
ministrative positions in various fields may 
be the exceptions that prove the rule and 
they may be indications of a future develop- 
ment. In any case the responsibility rests 
upon organized lezdership among women to 
discover and develop women’s greatest ca- 
pacities for service. 

In the second part of his talk Dean Judd 
threw down a challenge which we cannot 
afford to ignore. Pi Lambda Theta selects 
the leaders for its members. Dr. Judd ex- 
pressed concern for those who are not taken 
in. While appreciating the great value as 
well as pleasure in the mutual fellowship of
